Chicago, Mnreh lfl. —A few minutes 
after 8 o'clock Wednesday morning fire 
started in Stephen Carter's picture 
frame factory at 124 and 12fl May street 
The building was a brick structure 160 
by MS feet and five storiea In height It 
was well stocked with picture frames 
and material. A short time after the 
fire started the top of the south wall 
fell In on the roof of the Stephen Carter 
residence, at 120 May street, adjoining 
the factory. The building collapsed 
burying five people. The dead are sup- 

S. J. Chartier, uncle of Stephen Car 
ter. 

Lillle Chartier, U years old. 
The injured are: 

Mra FMtlenne Chartier, wife of 8. J. 
Chartier. 

Rose Chartier, 10 years old. 

Stephen Carter, rescued from his resi- 
dence, left leg broken and internally 
injured. 

J. E. Cook, driver of engine No. 3, 
crushed by falling wall and badly 
bruised, but not fatally. 

Patrick O'Conner, pipeman, with En- 
gine Company No. 7, crushed under 
falling wall and bruised about head 
and lower limbs. 

The floors and Inside walls were 
weakened by the burning away of their 
frame supports. A pnrt of the roof fell 
first, but no firemen were at work on 
the fifth floor, having previously been 
ordered down. Crashing down, it car- 
ried with it great sections of the floor- 
ing, thus weakening the joists that sup- 
ported the south walL This began to 
totter and soon the top felL 

The mass of bricks fell almost en- 
tirely upon the roof of Mr. Carter's 
dwelling, which wns a frame structure. 
This was completely and instantly de- 
molished, and in the ruins were the 
bodies of five people who had been 
sleeping there, 

The fire had been burning but a 
short time, anil Mr. Carter had returned 
to the home to awaken those who were 
there. Simultaneously with the col- 
lapse of the Carter residence a part oi 
the front wall fell into the street The 
firemen and police at once began to di- 
rect their attention to rescuing 
those known to have been buried un- 
der the Carter house. 

The cries of a man were heard, and 
in another moment Mr. Carter was 
lifted out He was In a semi-conscious 
condition and probably fatally injured. 
Two firemen were injured by the fall- 
ing wall. 

J. E. Cook, a driver, was working 
near the front of the building when th« 
wall fall He was crushed beneath the 
brick, and when taken out it was found 
that he had received a number of cuts 
and bruises about the head and shoul- 
ders. It is thought he will recover. 

In an alley near the Carter residence 
Patrick O'Connor was at work, and he, 
like Cook, was buried. His head was 
cut and his lower limbs were bruised, 
but no bones were broken. He will 
probably recover. 

The flames destroyed the entire inner 
part of the building, entailing a loss of 
SA0.OOO; fully insured. 

A short time after the flreman recom- 
menced the work of rescue, Rose 
Chartier was recovered. It waa found 
that her face and head were badly cut 
and bruised. She will recover. 

Shortly afterward the firemen took 
her mother out The latter waa al- 
most completely buried, but her life 
had been miraculously saved by a 
heavy door that covered her. She was 
bruised and cut about the face, bnt will

starving; won't you help us?" was the 
signal of distress which sailors aboard 
the British steamship Elmville saw on 
March 9 flying from the mlzzentopmast 
of a strange vessel In latitude 88.44, 
longitude 06.3a The Klmville, which 
arrived in Philadelphia, Wednesday 
with a cargo of copper pyrites from the 
Spmmh port of Huelva, had responded 
to the distress signals indicated, and 
Capt, Dover, her commander, told how 
he and his crew had found and saved 
the half-famished crew. 

The vessel whose crew had run aloft 
their signals of starvation were on 
board the iron ship. Western Monarch, 
Capt. Thomas, bound from Caleta to 
New York, with a cargo of nitrate of 
soda. The Monarch had been within 
120 miles of Sandy Hook and had been 
driven back by terrific north-west gales 
to within 100 miles of the Bermudas. 
Prior to this time her run had been a 
long one, and the stores had run 
short Everything in the line of 
food was gorie, excepting five 
pounds of bread, on the morning 
the Elmville was sighted. There 
were twenty-two men dependent upon 
this scant supply of food, and who had 
been on short allowance for weeks. 
For three weeks all hands 
been living on pea soup, and this 
had been exhausted some days previ- 
ously. For smoking tobacco the sail- 
ors had been using tea and tobacco 
leaves and old rope scaled from the 
r| gg'"g. and, while this did not com- 
pare with the beat Cuban leaf, the de- 
mand was great and the supply lim- 
ited. At last the use of this Improvised 
tobacco, like that of food, was entirely 
cut off; otherwise the ship's rigging 
would have been scraped away. There 
was also evidence of scurvy among the 
crew. The hungry sailors were rowed 
over to the Elmville and given a boun- 
tiful dinner, after which a supply of bs-
